19 -A . Voting hy Officer on duty at Polling Station . 

( 1 ) A presiding Officer or Polling Officer or a public 
servant who is on election duty at a polling station at 
which he is not entitled to vote at the election in con 
nection with which he is employed shall send an appli 
cation in form No. 13 to the Returning Officer so as 
to reach him at least 7 days or such shorter period as 
the Returning Officer is satisfied that the applicant is a 
voter on clection duty , he shall issue a postal hallot 
Piper to him .

No, ADM / VP / 73. — In exercise of the powers con 
ferred by clause ( b ) of sub -section ( 2 ) of section 66 of 
the Dadra and Nagar Haveli Village Panchayats Regu 
lation , 1965 the Administrator . Dadra and Nagar Haveli 
herchy makes the following amendments to the Dadra 
and Nagar Haveli Village Panchayats (Election Pro 
cedure ) Rulcs 1967 , namely : 


( 2 ) A postal ballot paper shall be the same as that 
of the ordinary ballot paper in Form No , . . 

( 3 ) (i) A postal ballot paper shall be sent by post 
under certificate of posting to the voter together with 

(a ) a declaration in Form No. 9 . 
( b ) a cover in Form No. 10 . 
( c ) a large cover addressed to the Returning Officer 

in Form 11 , 
( d ) instructions for the guidance of the elector in 

Form No . 12 . 
Provided that the Returning Officer may , in any case 
of a voter on election duty , deliver the ballot paper and 
forms or cause them to be delivered to such voter per 

sonally .

1. Short title and commencement 

( a ) These rules may be called the Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli Village Panchayats ( Election Procedure ) ( Anenc 
ment) Rules , 1973, 


( b ) They shall come into force immediately . 
68G1/73 
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( 3 ) The other covers shall be opened one after another 
and as such cover is opened , the Returning Officer shall 
first scrutinise the declaration in Form No. 9 contained 
therein , 


( ii ) The Returning Officer shall at the same time re 
cord the serial number of cach ballot paper against the 
entry relating to that voter in the marked copy of the 
voter list, 

( iii ) Ensure that the voter is not allowed to vote it 
2 polling station , 

4 . Every Officer under whose care or through whom 
a postal ballot paper is sent shall ensure its delivery to 
the addressce without delay . 


( 4 ) Jf the said declaration is not found or has not 
been duly signed and attested , or is otherwise substantially 
defective , or if the serial number of the ballot paper as 
entered in it differs from the serial number endorsed on 
the cover in form No . 10 that cover shall not be opened 
and after making an appropriate endorsement thereon , 
the Returing Officer shall reject the ballot papet therein 
contained . 


5 . Aller ballot papers have been issued to all voters 
cntitled to vote by post the Returning Oficer shall ( i) At 
an election to the Village Panchayat, seal up in a packet 
that part of the marked copy of the voters list and re 
cord on the packet a brief description or its contents 
and the date on which it was sealed and sent to the 
Presiding Officers for recording the serial numbers of 
hallot papers issued to voters at the polling station . 


( 5 ) Each cover so endorsed and the cleclaration rc 
ceived with it shall be replaced in the cover in Forni 
No. 11 and all such covers in Form No . 11 shall be 
kept in a separate packet which shall be scaled and on 
which shall re - recorded the name of thc panchayat, the 
number or the name of ward and the date of counting . 


6 . A voter who has received a postul ballot paper and 
desires to vote shall record his vote on the ballot paper 
in accor,lance with the directions contained in Form No . 
12 and then enclose it in cover in Form No. 10 . 


(6 ) The Returning Officer shall then place all the 
Jeclarations in Form No. 9 which he has found to be in 
order in a separate packet which shall be sealed before 
iny cover in Form No. 10 is opened and on which shall 
be recorded the particulars referred to in sub - rulo ( 5 ) . 


7 . The voter shall sign the declaration in Form No. 9 
in the presence of, and have the signature attested by 
a Magistrate or such other Gazetted Officer or the Presid 
ing Officer of the Polling Station at which he is on elec 
tion duty as may be appropriate , to whom he is person 
ally known or to whose satisfaction he has been identified . 


( 7 ) Thc covers in Form No . 10 not already dealt 
with under the foregoing provisions of this rule shall them 
be opened one after another and the Returning Officer 
shall scrutinise each ballot paper and decide the validity 
of the vote recorded thercon . 


8 . ( i ) When a postal ballot paper and other papers sent 
under sub -rule ( 3 ) are for any reason returned un 
delivered the Returning Officer may re -issue them by post 
under certificate of posting or deliver them or cause them 
to be delivered to the yoter personally on a request being 
made by him . 


(8 ) A postal hallot paper shall be rejected :-- 
(a ) if it beurs any mark ( other than the mark to 

record the vote ) or writing by which the elector 
can be identified ; OT 


( b ) if no vote is recorded thereon ; or 
(c ) if votes are given on it in favour of moro 

caodidates than required ; or 


( d ) if it is so demaged or mutilated that its identity 

as a genuine ballot paper cannot be established ; 


( ii ) If any voter has inadvertantly dealt with the ballot 
paper or any of the other papers sent to him under sub 
Tule ( 3 ) in such manner that cannot conveniently be 
uscd , a second set of paper shall be issued to him after 
he has returned the spoilt papers and satisfied the Retur11 
ing Officer of the inadvertance . 

(iii) The Returning Officer shall cancel the spoilt 
papers so returned and keep them in a separate packet 
after noting thereon the parliculary of the Panchayat 
Election and serial numbers of the cancelled ballot 
papers . 

9 . (i ) After the voter has recorded his vote and made 
his declaration under sub -rule 7 shall return the ballot 
paper and declaration to the Returning Officer in accor 
dance with the instructions communicated to him in 
Form No. 12 so as to reach the Returning Officer before 
the close of the poll of the panchayat. 


( e ) if it is a supurious ballot paper ; or 


( 1 ) if it is not returned in the cover sent along 

with it to the elector by the Returning Officer. 


9 . A vote recorded on a postal ballot paper shall be 
rojected if the mark indicating the vote is placed on the 
ballot paper in such manner as to make it doubtful to 
which candidate the vote has been given . 


10 . A vote recorded on a postal ballot paper shall not 
be rejected merely on the ground that thc mark in dicat . 
ing the votc is indistinct or made more than onco . if 
the intention that the vote shall be for a particular 
candidate clearly appears from the way the paper is 
marked . 


(ii ) If any cover containing the postal ballot pa : er is 
received by the Returning Officer after the expiry of the 
timc fixed under sub - rule 9 ( i ) he shall note thereon the 
date and time of its receipt and shall keep all such covers 
together in a separate packet . 

( iii ) The Returning Officer shall kecp in safe custoly 
until the commencement of the counting of votes all 
covers containing postal ballot papers received by him . 

28 - A Counting of Voies received hy post : 

( 1 ) The Returning Officer shall first deal with the 
postal ballot papers in the manner horeinufter provided . 

( 2 ) No cover in Form No. 11 received by the Return 
ing Officer after the expiry of the time fixed in that be 
half shall be opened and no vote contained in any such 
cover shall be counted . 


11, The Returning Officer shall count all the valid votes 
given by postal ballot in favour of each candidate , re 
cord the total thereof in the result shcet in Form No. 
8 and announce the same. 


12 . Thereafter, all the valid ballot papers and all the 
rejected ballot papers shall be scparately bundled and 
kept together in a packet which shall be sealod with the 
seals of the Returning Officer and of such of the candi 
dates, their counting agents as may desire to affix theit 
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seals thereon and on the packet so sealed shall be record 
cd the following particulars , Namely : 


(4 ) The ballot paper was marked and the declaration 
signed by me on his behalf in his presence and in ac 
cordance with his wishes .
